England.

It 18 reported by an English newspaper, that
the British Cabipet Las surrendered to Russia the
points demanded by the latter, viz : the revision
of the treaty of 1850. This statement is extrenie-
ly open to doubt. England cannot, in the nature
of things, consent to a conference of the Powers,
without the withdrawal of Gortschakoff’'s first
note, which all England considered as tantamount
to an insult.
Koff expressly stated that England would not con-
sent to a conference, unless the lautter withdrew
his first circular. Meantime, orders have been
given to put the navy on a war footing, and work
in the dock-yards was brisk.
